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Will R. Mason Gets Full Credit 
For What Happens to the “IF” 


When he has decided on something Will R. Mason appar- 
ently sticks to it. There is merit in that policy but at times a 
public official should be moved by new considerations and 
new factors. 

On the face of it, there seems merit in the consolidation of 
all the justice courts in the west end of the county into one 
municipal court. It should mean some economy. The one big 
weakness is the fact that no one in the county has any control 
ever the financial costs, yet we pay the bill. 

Mr. Mason and his fellow county supervisors are sched- 
uled to do here what has happened in Los Angeles county. 
The supervisors there recommended 70 municipal court judges 
in the consolidation plan. Politically-minded state legislators 
instead provided for 84 judges! 

On page one of today’s Upland News Mr. Mason's report 
on the recommended schedule of proposed court costs will be 
of interest. But these figures amount to nothing until after the 
legislators get through. 

‘The big ‘If’ in Mr. Mason's proposed court economy is 
what happens to the supervisors’ recommendations. 

We are not here seeking to change Mr. Mason’s mind rela- 
tive to the court question. It should be definitely understood, 
however, that Mr. Mason has the full responsibility for what 
happens. His one vote on the county board makes the differ- 
ence of whether this county retains contro! of the costs and 
operation or whether this is forwarded to Sacramento. 

We hope he is correct. If he isn’t little can be done about 
it. In any event we will pay the bill and mark Mr. Mason’s 
record accordingly.
